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1. From the number of CAU.TKAK reports provided aince Reference, it 
becomes clear that Subject is going full tilt in re-establishing himself in 
business. The correspondence with G. Rischer in Damascus is particularly 
heavy, and the recent CAT.JJOK reports establish that the signature on these 
letters is Rischer rather than Fischer a a noted in paragraph 5 of Reference. 

2. In order to speed dissemination to af footed or interested addressees 
the following pertinent extracts from a letter written by Rischer to Subject 
dated 25 April 1961 are quoted below. 

“Dear Comrade Beisner, 

May I right at the beginning acknowledge your two letters with 
thanks, and immediately reply to your questions in the letter of 
16 April. The man lives in Beirut in lyrtouo House (American plan), 
telephone 226060, and reportedly flew to Germany two days after 
Eastery this would have been 4 April. I* further reported that 
he ie expected back aoou and urgently. also numbers among 

his friends but \ CL — L3 always denies when in Damascus that they 
are friends. He (the man) is interested in every Carman who appears 
in Beirut. I can also assure you that there exists genuine, black 
and white evidence that he is very strongly interested in transport 
routes. I would not want to write any more in this letter today 
since you will probably come here at some occasion after all. 

"The fat one doesnU write any more since Easter. X thought 
already he had keeled over (note: to be read in the sense that the 

fat one had switched sides) , but then he would have written even 
more. Please, could you call him and in passing gain some informa- 
tion? Do not tell, however, that I have written to you. Apparently 
he underrated the man from fctyrtoum House after all and the latter 
has now stopped all of hie work. He has sent me already the 
• introduction to his article which was really excellent. Or has 
something happened to him? Please drop me a line on this one. 

".....Please, could you obtain for me the article from the 
East Zone paper? I would be most grateful and I would like to use 
it to call the attention of my friends to the wind in this direction. 
§y the way, the new book by Wiesenthal, *1 Hunted Eichmann,* you 
oust read by all means. 

"Yesterday I spoke with Engineer Branco who sits in the *big 
projects division. 1 He did not remember knowing you personally. 

In regard to the Yusuf Peacha Dam project, he said that it will take 
at least a year, ii* not longer, until the *Lastenheft* c&n be Issued. 
The projeot itself is figured to take five to six years. From this'; - 
you can judge the sire of it. He also told me that an Engineer Kramer 
of^Kunre A Co., Munich, is in Damascus just now and is collecting 

•his own information ih cotmec ti oh' with the Yusuf Paacha DAm." • :: r 'i y
